He was glad to sry that the best part 
and the overwhelming majority of the 
people showetl a nobler attitude. 
Frum the moment that the German 
armies vivlated the soil of Belgium. and.

[furious against Germany; and every fresh 
atrocity stirred.Dutch hearts more pro- 
foundly, When the. invaders -began to 
talk of annex'ng Belgium, with the port 
of, Antwerp, whose outlet runs through 
Dutch territory, level-headed ._Dutehmen 
fognd in more than-ore sense the enemy 
at their own door. By an extensive and 
uncrusing propaganda carried on in 
Holland ‘the Germans songht to sonthe

their country. But-Dutehmen remember- 
ed a ‘peculiarity nascrihed to monkeys, 
who, when exceedingly fond of . their 
young, crush them dead. in their arms. 
They called that ‘‘monkey-love.” So the 
German loved Belgium, and sv would 
they love Holland, if her neutralty did 

not suit them better. | 
One could only regret ‘that the whole 
world had nob‘ risen against a. country 
which deliberately provoked war by tear- 
ing up a solemnly signed treaty and car- 
ried *t on against all the regulations she 
helped to.make. in 1907 at The Hague. 
He could not'help feeling. and saying 
that the attitude of neatral Governments 
had been lamentable. The neutrality of 
Belgium was guaranteed by treaty and bv 
the fourth Hague Convention. The treatv 
veoncerned.

GERMAN: TESTIMONY: TO ITS 
EFFECTIVENESS. 


Reuter’s | Agency: publishes extracts 
from the diary of Colonel Bedall, who 
commanded the Sixteenth Bavarian in- 
fantry Regiment in the Tenth Bavarian 
Divis‘on; amd who was captured bythe 
British on July .13th during the opera- 
tions ‘n the Somme: ‘theatre, Be gs, 

This dinry forms:a complete account 
of the doings of his. regiment and. deals: 
fully wth the experieners of -his troops 
during the first twelve days of the. Bri- 
‘tish ‘advance,’ It. is in. strung contrast 
.with tle optimistic character uf some of 
the German communiques, ec 


“South of the Ancre. Rivulet: the Eng- 
lish succeeded in petictrating ox line on 
a narrow front south of Fricourt, in the 
d‘rection of the, Mametz Wood. -They 
also succeeded in carrying. cur positions 
south and south-east. of Mametz, and have 
gained ground by an advance by way of 
Memetz and Montaubon, where.they liave 
consol'dated the ground won. 


“The Prussian troops who held the 
lines south of Mametz and’ Montaubon 
have. sustained severe lomes from the 
artillory bombardment. They were most- 
Iy shot to pieces, The Sixth Bavarian 
Reserve Regiment, which, during the 
mor=‘ng of July 1st, was thrown into 
Montaubon, was completely destroyed. 
Only 500 men opt of 3,500 were left.” The 
regimental and battal'on staffs were all 
captured.” ‘ 


Colonel Bedall’s diary announces that 
the Britizh began to bombard ‘Baupaunie 
on June 30th with guns of the heaviest, 
calibre, This intense -artillery fire ‘con- 
tinued without a pause during July tt 
and 2nd. “Later Colonel Bedall assembled 
his battalion commanders and had them 
explain the s‘tuation to him, Phey said 
that. after an intense bombardment. of the 
entire be fo second army. front, ‘the 
long’ expected British offensive was be- 
‘gun. With the overwhelming superior- 
‘ty of: their’ artill the British mai 
tained for eight day ernally. Vio- 
lent bombardment with their heaviest 
guns against the German trenches. : 


BOMBARDMENT WAS ‘EPPECTI VEL 


“The bombardment," the diary reads, 
bas reached ‘our. sceond and third lines 
and our billets and villages, in these lines. 
It has set fire te or has blasted into ruins 
all the hamlets behind our first: lines aa 
far back as. fifteen or twonty kilometres. 


--—Phe—-Colonel—deseribes—the-German—at= 
tack at Montaubon on July 2nd. He 
complains ‘that the artillery support was 
insufficient, and says he naked his Bupe- 
rior to allow. him to break off this costly 
battle, This was later permitted.

Doors are.open on every side, 
but they pass them by, all hurrying down 
the blind alleys. ’ 


Girls in a hurry,- think who will be 
wanted after the war! It will not be-the 
women omnibus conductors—all honour 
to them! It will not be the women en- 
gine cleaners, coke loaders, ticket in- 
Spectoya, street_cleaners,” dock labourers, 
and the rest. The women workers’: who 
may look for’ a future are: :

‘The . correspondent. of the BRusskoe 
Slovo, describing the’ German counter- 
offensive on the Kovel front, whieh was 
brought tu.an,end by General Lesh’s suc- 
cessful stroke, states that, in accordance 
h a plan elaborated at Kovel at’ a. 
military council between. Linsingen, Mac- 
kensen, and Hindenburg, the Germans 
decided ‘to attack’ General Kaledin on 
two sides--from Linievka and Sokul. an 
the north, and from the direction of the 
Viadimir Volynsk-Lutsk road on the west 
respectively. a 


For this purpose powerful. . offensive 
groups concentrated in. these regions, 
each pat fewer than five divisions strong; 
The Kovel group concentrated . almost |, 
openly, in order to rivet Russian atten- 
tion at:this poin During the prepara- 
tion of the operation the Germans made 
eeascless domonstrative attacks between 
the Stokhod and the Styr. supported by 
the terrible fire 
heavy guns, hile in the Vladimir 
Volynsk region _ merely. unimportant 
skirmishes occurred. bebween advanced 
nnits. In order stil] further to mask the 
concentration in the sector Zubiino, 
Zaturtsy, on the west side of the salient, 
the Germans amassed troops in the dis- 
tant 1ear beyond the Bug, and only on} 
the eve of the advance suddenly hurled 
them against.

GERMAN EIRE ON WAVEILNG AUSTRIANS. 


At 1 am. the stérm broke on the 
‘Gaturtsy-Zubilno front. The enemy's fire 
was of unprecedented: viclence, and the 
Russian first-line trenches soon resembled 
a ploughed field, so that the gallant de- 
fenders were obliged to take refuge in 
their shel} pits.. The first assailants were 
the Austrians, who were allowed to ap- 
proach to within 60 paces, when the Rus- 
sians. volleyed at ‘point-blank range till 
the entire space in front of the trenches 
was strewn with corpses. Tha Austrians 
fled in disorder, but the Germans greeted 
this human herd with a tornado of shrap- 
nel, which mowed down the victims by 
hundreds. Many,” after frantically 
dashing to and fro between the two fires, 
rushed ‘to our-trenches with uplifted 
hands.
